Whereas, the Election Codes are the standing rules by which all elections held by the Student 
Government Association of Northwestern State University are governed; and 

Whereas, the current Election Codes limit the General Election to two specific weekdays; and 

Whereas, the current Election Codes does not declare a time that elections are to be opened 

by;and 

Whereas, the current Election Codes skips from Subchapter A to Subchapter C under Chapter 
VI; and 

Whereas, the current Election Codes incorrectly state that the number of total Honor Court 
participants will not exceed 11; and 

Whereas, the Election Codes need to be both clear and concise to ensure all elections are held in 
the most efficient manner; 

Therefore let it be resolved, that Chapter VI, Subchapter A, Section 6.01 be amended to read as 
follows: 

6.01 The General Election shall be held on two (2) consecutive weekdays, with the polls opening 
at 8am on the first day and closing at 4pm on the second day. The General Election shall take 
place within two weeks after the filings close with consideration to the Academic calendar; and 

Therefore let it be resolved, that the title of Chapter VI, Subchapter C: Election Procedures be 
amended to read as follows: 

Chapter VI, Subchapter B: Election Procedures. 

Therefore let it be further resolved, that Chapter VII: Homecoming Court, Section 7.05 be 
amended to read as follows: 

7.05 The number of male and female Honor Court Participants shall not exceed eleven (11) 
participants respectively except in the case of a tie where both of the individuals in question shall 
be allowed to serve on the court.

Section 1.03 Policies 

A. “The Student Government Association shall not discriminate in its 
membership and is committed to the policy of Northwestern State University to 
be an equal opportunity institution. No student shall be discriminated by or 
receive special treatment from the Student Government Association on account of 
race, age, gender*, skin color, citizenship, sexual orientation, national origin, 
disability, religion, veteran’s status, economic status, or political affiliation. We 
recognize that democratic government is founded on tolerance of all beliefs and 
respect of the people who hold these beliefs. Therefore, the student government 
association will not engage in, support or assist any activity or organization which 
discriminates in any matter. *Exclusion based on gender is applicable only to 
Greek-lettered organizations based on the Title IX Education Amendment of 
1972, which allows social fraternities and sororities at an institution of higher 
education the ability to limit membership to members of one sex.”

i. “In the first instance that a senator neglects to submit appropriate 
office hours as outlined by Article VII Section V, they shall 
receive a verbal warning at the Student Government Association 
General Assembly Meeting, delivered by the Vice President. In the 
second instance a senator neglects to submit their hours, they will 
receive a second warning in the form of a formal written letter, 
also delivered by the Vice President. If a senator fails to submit 
office hours a third time, they will receive a final written letter 
from the Vice President, stating their removal from the 
Northwestern State University Student Government Association 
Senate”.
